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P olice have appealed for 
information following a 
break-in and theft at the Tesco 
supermarket on Neil Way, Ramsey.

YOUR OPINIONS REVEALED 


L ast month, the St Ives policing team 
drew up and distributed an online 
survey designed to give residents of 
Ramsey and the surrounding villages 
the opportunity to let police know their 
views and opinions on crime and anti-social 
behaviour in their communities and how 
they feel policing is carried out locally. 

The survey gave people the opportunity to 
say what they felt local policing priorities 
should be, within the framework of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary's overall objectives 
and what other concerns or worries about 
crime and policing they may have. 

In a message on Ecops, PSV Chris Shaw 
commented "In the two-week period that 
the survey was open, 283 questionnaires 
were completed and sent in - a really 
excellent response! Thank you to everyone 
who took the time to do the survey and let 
us know your views and opinions." 

The survey is part of the Constabulary's 
Community Engagement Programme and 


was followed up by a Police/Community 
Forum Meeting at Ramsey Methodist Church 
on June 21 chaired by Sgt Andy Street, who 
gave a presentation on the findings of the 
survey and was able to answer several 
questions from the audience.

With the upcoming Wedding Season hitting 
Ramsey and its many marital businesses, 
residents should be aware of the potential 
risks of fraud involved. 

According to 'bridesmagazine.co.uk', in 
2017 the average wedding cost spend is 
approximately £30,111. This will be paid out 
to multiple vendors, including; photogra¬ 
phers, caterers, reception venues and travel 
companies, to name a few. Many of these 
services will require booking at least several 
months in advance and you may be obliged 
to pay a deposit or even the full balance at 
the time. 

Being aware of the potential risks and 
following the below prevention advice could 
minimise the likelihood of fraud: 

• Paying by Credit Card will provide you 
with protection under Section 75 of the 
Consumer Credit Act, for purchases above 
£100 and below £30,000. This means that 
even if a Company goes into liquidation 
before your big day, you could claim a refund 
through your Credit Card Company. 

• Social Media - Some Companies run their 
businesses entirely via social media sites, 
offering low cost services. Whilst many are 
genuine, some may not be insured or may 
even be fraudulent. There are a few things 
you can do to protect yourself; 


• Consider purchasing Wedding Insurance - 
Policies vary in cover and can be purchased 
up to two years in advance. They can protect 
you from events that would not be covered 
under the Consumer Credit Act. 

Complete research on each vendor, 
ensuring you are dealing with a bona fide 
person or company. Explore the internet 
for reviews and ratings and ask the vendor 
to provide details of past clients you can 
speak to. You should do this even if using 
companies recommended by a trustworthy 
friend or source. 

For services such as wedding photogra¬ 
phers, beware of websites using fake images. 
Look for inconsistencies in style; Meet the 
photographer in person and ask to view 
sample albums. If you like an image from a 
wedding, ask to view the photographs taken 
of the whole event so you can see the overall 
quality. 

Remember, if something appears too good 
to be true, it probably is!

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It's a problem we see every summer and the 
first few cases of this year have already come 
through our doors. 

Grass seeds present a potential hazard to 
dogs from June until September. Dry sunny 
spells see a greater number of seeds falling to the 
ground where they can be picked up by our pets. 


Grass seeds vary in size, but all are like 
mini 'darts' with fine hairs and a sharp 
point at one end. The sharp point can 
easily pierce the skin especially where 
the skin is thinner such as between 
a dog's toes. Because the seeds have 
tiny 'micro barbs' they do not just 
drop out of the skin; this is what 
makes them a potentially complicated 
problem to deal with. 



paw, and can travel a considerable 
way if not found. It has been known 
for seeds to travel all the way up a 
dog's limb and into the chest. 
Sometimes the tail of the grass 
seed can be seen sticking out of the 
swelling between your dog's toes and 
a vet or owner can remove the seed 
easily. If the seed has travelled deeper 
into the tissue, sedation is required to 
hunt for it. Prompt action is important 
- it is far easier to find a grass seed 
close to the skin's surface than one 
that has penetrated deeper. 

If your dog suddenly starts to shake 
their head after a walk, this might 
indicate a grass seed in their ear 
canal. This requires prompt attention, 
because seeds can travel towards the 
ear drum and cause problems there. 
Cats can get grass seeds in their 
eyes and ears, but this is generally 
uncommon.

The most common affected area are 
dog's paws but they can also get into 
eyes, ears and can even be snorted up 
noses. We have seen some rare cases 
where a grass seed has managed to 
penetrate the skin in different areas 
of the body, such as the ribcage. 

If a grass seed enters through the 
skin of your dog's paw, this is highly 
irritating and can become quite sore. 
Your dog will usually start licking its 
paw excessively, there may be a red 
lump between their toes and they

On the 23rd of May we boarded "The 
Ladybird" and set off for St Ives. It 
was a beautiful day and with such a 
friendly and knowledgeable crew we 
even learnt a thing or two. We shared 
locks with shiny new boats and smiled 
at the renters trying to keep their 
boats straight. But why is it always the 
women who get off the boat to open 
and close locks while the men steer? 
We saw thatched cottages, quaint little 
country churches, the swans and the 
beautiful meadows near the Dolphin 
in St Ives. Is it true that the hay from 
these fields feed the Queens horses? 
Junes monthly meeting was members 
night, an evening organised by the 
members not the committee, and 
what a great evening it was. First we 
watched the DVD of the excavation 
of a spitfire that crashed into the fens 
over 75 years ago. 

Spitfire X4593 of 266 Rhodesian 
Squadron Royal Air Force, was based 
at RAF Wittering; on 22 November 
1940 the plane crashed near Flolme 
Lode Farm, Holme. At the controls for 
what was intended to be a routine 
training flight was Pilot Officer Harold 
Penketh. During a climb to altitude 
with two other Spitfires he was seen to 
break formation entering a dive from 
which he failed to fully recover. 

20 year old Harold Penketh had only 
13 hours flying experience on spitfires. 


2017 NFWI Annual Meeting - Early 
June saw the city of Liverpool invaded 
by Wl members from all over England 
and Wales.

STRAWBERRY TART 


This is a scrummy strawberry tart. It is lovely with the double cream 
and full fat yoghurt, so enjoy and don't worry about the calories 

for once! 


Preheat oven to 180°C, gas mark 4 

FOR THE PASTRY 

200gm plain flour 

110 gm cold butter cut into cubes 

65gm caster sugar 

14 teasp salt 

FOR THE FILLING 

200ml whipping or double cream 
200 ml think whole milkyoghurt 
2 tsp icing sugar 
A few drops of vanilla essence 
500 gm of strawberries 


METHOD 

1. To make pastry put all the ingredients 
in a food processor and process until it 
forms fine crumbs. This will take about a 
minute. Tip the mixture into a 25cm tart 
tin, preferably loose-bottomed. Press 
with a mug or glass until you have formed 
a pastry case. Put in the freezer for 15 
minutes. 

2 . Remove from the freezer and prick the 
base all over with a fork. Bake for 20-25 
minutes until light brown. Cool in the tin. 

3. When the pastry case is cool, whip the 
cream to soft peaks and add the sugar 
and vanilla. Fold in the yoghurt. Putin 
the tart tin and smooth down. 

4. Cut the strawberries in four or six 
(depending on size) and arrange in the 
tin. A spiral pattern looks effective.

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RE-ELECTED VARA STRIKES STRONG COMMONS TONE 


Shailesh Vara MP has strongly criticised 
Highways England and called for the 
installation of a central victim's helpline in 
the House of Commons after increasing his 
vote share in the national election early last 
month. 

Mr Vara, who was re-elected with a slightly 
reduced majority of 18,000, held off a 
stronger than expected challenge from 
Labour's lain Ramsbottom, who seemingly 
took the majority of the 10,000 votes lost by 
UKIP candidate John Whitby. 

Following the election, the Conservative MP 
has been particularly active in the House, 
challenging the newly promoted Leader of 
the House, Andrea Leadsom, regarding the 
decision by Highways England to close the 
slip road on to the A1(M) southbound at 
Junction 17. Mr Vara asked for a statement 
from the Transport Secretary, Chris Grayling 
MP, urging Highways England to work more 
closely with the communities affected by 
their decisions, saying "This week, there 
has been absolute misery for thousands of 
motorists in my constituency. It has arisen 
because of a decision by Highways England 


to close off a slip road at junction 17 leading 
on to the A1(M)." 

He also criticised Highways England for its 
lack of action prior to closing the slip road, 
in particular the lack of adequate notice to 
motorists, the absence of consultation with 
local stakeholders 
such as councillors 
and Parish Councils, 
and the lack of 
proper thought 
being given to 
alternative routes. 

Mrs Leadsom, in 
her reply, said: "My 
honourable friend 
raises an issue again 
that is pertinent to 
all of our constitu¬ 
encies, which is the 
action on roads that 
is taken without due 
notice being given, so I will be very happy if 
he wanted to write to me on this to pass it on 
to the Secretary of State for Transport to take 
the appropriate action." 


Mr Vara continued his criticism after the 
exchange, saying: "Highways England need 
to understand that their decision has had a 
massive impact on thousands of motorists 
causing them untold misery on the roads. 
The decision to close the slip road should 
have been taken 
after proper 

advance notice to 
motorists and much 
wider consultation 
with stakeholders. 
Additionally, there 
should have been 
a lot more thought 
given to alternative 
routes, particularly 
given that the 
present diversion 
is along a route 
where roadworks 
are already taking 

place." 

As we go to print, Mr Vara was again in action 
in the chamber during a debate following 
the Prime Ministers report on her meeting 


with the European council. Mr Vara urged 
the Prime Minister to remind EU leaders that 
many EU companies use English and Welsh 
law for their contracts, which means that 
in cases of dispute they would also use UK 
courts and judges, aking "When the Prime 
Minister next meets her EU counterparts, 
may I suggest that she gently reminds them 
that many of the companies in their own 
countries—the companies that drive their 
economies—actually use English and Welsh 
contract law, which is enforced in our courts 
by our judges, and the reason why they use 
English and Welsh law is that, globally, our 
judicial system commands greater respect 
than the judicial systems of Germany, France, 
Italy and soon?" 

In agreeing with Mr Vara, the Prime Minister 
noted: My hon. Friend makes an extremely 
good point, and the nub of it is that our 
courts are respected around the world. 
As he says, people choose to use our law 
because they respect our courts, and they 
also respect the validity of our law. It is 
important that citizens in the UK are under 
the jurisdiction of our courts". 




CUTTING YOUR COSTS

Price comparison websites 
- Power to the people (or 
have we been had by clever 
marketing, again)? 

Price comparison websites are frequently 
the first port of call for both companies and 
individuals when they want to reduce their 
costs. 

There are a long list of different services to 
compare, from utilities and 
financial services 
through the whole gamut 
of insurance products (and 
much more) which anyone 
can easily use to shop 
around and simply switch if 
they like. 

This method of shopping 
appeals because we now 
have direct competition 
between all the players, 
right? The actual costs must 
surely be stripped right 
back to the bone? If not we the people will 
easily take our business elsewhere, yes? 
While this is true to a degree there is a fair 
argument that says all we have now is a new 
kind of marketing. This new strategy, psy¬ 
chologically, is dressed up as a democratic 
tool to empower the consumer with choice, 
but has just ended up no better (or in some 
cases much worse) than what we had 
before. We feel better about our decision to 
purchase because the website says it is the 
best. 


There are a lot of issues in this so I have to 
focus on a few of the important ones. 
Compare (some of) the market 
Comparison sites will only compare products 
and services that pay them commission. 
Bang goes the illusion that you are getting 
the best possible deal out there as a good 
proportion of companies do not pay 
commission and are excluded. 

Who is getting the money we save? 

Fierce competition drives prices down so 
where does this money go? "In 2011 Towers 
Watson, a consultancy, in a note entitled 
"Why aren't we making 
money?", said that 
"unnecessary" price 

competition following the 
rise of comparison sites in 
Britain had cost insurers £1 
billion ($1.5 billion) a year." 
* That's just the insurance 
industry. 

While we are receiving on 
one hand the benefit from 
price competition we are 
loosing on the other with a 
massive new layer of costs 
- including large and very slick advertising 
campaigns (we have all been following the 
exploits of a pair of meerkats for years now), 
referral commissions, operating costs and 
profit margins. 

Nothing wrong with commission per se, 
however in a recent paper, David Ronayne of 
Warwick University argues that consumers 
often lose out from comparison sites. "For 
instance, suppose some consumers are loyal 
to a single comparison site, and do not use 
any others to compare prices. The lucky 



website can crank up its referral fees, safe in 
theknowledge that insurers must pay up if 
they want access to its captive market. Those 
fee hikes are then passed on to consumers 
in the form of higher premiums. In effect, 
consumers are taxed for their loyalty—just 
as they were before comparison sites were 
invented. " * You can get around this by 
using multiple sites but is not that defeating 
the 

whole point of it? 

It's all about price 

The relentless competitive price comparison 
has led to an almost exclusive focus on the 
headline price at the expense of the quality, 
service and coverage within the product. 

In the field of insurance Clive Adamson, 
Financial Conduct Authority's director of 
supervision, said "Our review found that 
they [price comparison websites] were not 
meeting our requirements in delivering fair 
and consistent outcomes for consumers. We 
also found, through our consumer research, 
that consumers had a number of 
misconceptions about the services they 

provided.It is important for consumers 

to understand that not all products are the 
same and the cheapest product may not 
always be the best for their needs," ** 

It is particularly important that your business 


gets the right advice and products for your 
needs. If not, you may be stuck with 
insufficient cover and only discover it when 
you need to make a claim. 

Utility comparisons havealso seen consumer 
frustration as direct like for like comparison 
is often difficult to judge due to different 
methods being used to generate the online 
quotes. 

When submitting energy information online 
always have a current bill handy and use the 
previous 12 months actual usage (in kWh). 
This will at least give you the most accurate 
quote for the companies which that site 
promotes.

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DISCIPLINARY PROCEDURES 


Most business owners and managers 
have some understanding of disciplinary 
procedures and principles, and understand 
gross misconduct offences to be those which 
are serious enough to warrant dismissal 
without needing previous warnings to be 
active. 

But there are some common misconcep¬ 
tions about gross misconduct, and some key 
points to consider. 

What counts as gross misconduct? 

For an offence to be gross misconduct 
it basically has to be so serious that the 
employment relationship is no longer viable. 
These types of offences would usually 
be things like violence, theft, dishonesty, 
offensive or discriminatory behaviour, 
serious health and safety breaches. Most 
employers have a list in their disciplinary 
procedure, and it's sensible to do this, but 
also to ensure it's clear that the list is not 
exhaustive, and an offence not specifically 
listed can still be gross misconduct is if it 
sufficiently serious. 


Regardless of whether something is on a list 
of possible gross misconduct offences, to be 
a fair dismissal, you would need to be able 
to demonstrate that dismissal was a decision 
that a reasonable employer 
would have made, that you 
followed a fair procedure, and 
were reasonable to believe your 
employee was guilty of the 
offence. 

Burden of proof 

It's important to remember 
that the level of proof required 
to make a dismissal fair is not 
the same as is required in the context of a 
criminal prosecution, even if the offence 
being considered could be a criminal one, 
such as theft or assault. In an employment 
context it's more about balance of 
probability, and if after a sufficient investi¬ 
gation you are reasonable in believing the 
employee to be guilty, you don't need to be 
able to absolutely prove it. 

What about consistency?

Documenting how 
you do business safeguards your business in 
emergencies, alleviates confusion on the part 
of your team members and can ultimately 
protect you in potential legal matters. Think 
how much more appealing your business 
would be to a potential investor, lender or 
buyer if you could present a 
how-we-do-it-here manual.

Consistency is important, and if you dismiss 
someone for a gross misconduct offence 
that you have previously issued a written 
warning for, you may find yourself being 
challenged. You will be expected to have 
considered whether other sanctions are 
appropriate, and if a lesser sanction was 
issued previously, that would be taken into 
account. On a practical note, 
regardless of what a tribunal 
would say, you are obviously 
more likely to be challenged 
if you dismiss for an offence 
you have not dismissed for 
previously. 

However you are also entitled 
and indeed expected to take 
into account any mitigating 
circumstances as well as the employee's 
overall record, and if there are differences 
here which mean a dismissal is warranted in 
one circumstance but not in another, then it 
wouldn't be inconsistent to issue a different 
penalty. 

What does "summary dismissal" 
actually mean? 

People often talk about instant dismissal in 
situations of gross misconduct, but actually 
that's a bit misleading, as you can't actually 
dismiss someone instantly even if you 
literally caught them with their hand in the 
till. Even with overwhelming evidence of a 
gross misconduct offence the principles of 
a fair and reasonable disciplinary procedure 
still apply, and employees are entitled to 
be notified of a disciplinary hearing, given 
details of allegations, given the right to be 


accompanied to that hearing, and to appeal 
a decision. Summary dismissal actually just 
means dismissal without any notice period, 
the idea being that if the offence is serious 
enough to mean the employment can no 
longer continue, the employer should not 
be held to a notice period. 

Key points to remember 

• Make sure examples of gross misconduct 
are listed in your disciplinary policy and that 
it's clear that these are only examples. 

• Make sure you follow a fair and legal 
procedure to the letter even if it seems 
blatantly obvious the employee is guilty 
of a very serious offence. It could still be 
unfair dismissal without a proper procedure 
(although compensation may be reduced if 
it was clear the employee would have been 
dismissed anyway). 

• It's all about reasonable belief and 
reasonable response rather than absolute 
proof, so as long as you investigate appro¬ 
priately thoroughly and genuinely think the 
employee is guilty of the office, you don't 
need to be able to absolutely prove it. 

• Take previous record and mitigating cir¬ 
cumstances into account, and look at 
other sanctions before deciding that gross 
misconduct dismissal is the only viable 
option.

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Residents of Ramsey Forty Foot gathered 
on Tuesday 20th June as Community 
Roadwatch (CRW) held a successful public 
meeting to present its unique, privately 
funded Traffic Calming Proposal to over 60 
residents in a crowded village hall. 

The proposal was presented by a panel 
including CRW's Managing Director David 
McCandless, CRW Directors Colin and Kath 
Silvester, Cllr Peter Reeve MBE and County 
Council Highways Project Officer, Mark 
MacDonald. 

Mr McCandless later described the meeting 
as "lively", saying "60 people having what 
seemed like 60 different ideas about how the 
£20k should be spent and where including 
having humps and buildouts inside the 
village". 

Cllr Reeve assured the meeting that 
while, from a political and County Council 
perspective nothing was ruled in or out, 
Mr McCandless did state that CRW's 
ethics would not support changes to the 
proposal that associated the Company with 
measures that had the potential to create 
more pollution, noise or vibration outside 
homes. In the event, such changes were not 
proposed by the meeting. 

Finally, after much debate over nearly 2 
hours and becoming emotional at times, 
the meeting took a vote to accept the CRW 
proposal. 

However, the meeting did urge the 
sponsors to actively 'revisit their site survey' 
and consider some speed monitoring and 


traffic calming measures at the northern 
end of the village, even if it meant sacrificing 
the 'white-gates feature' at the Southern 
extent as the budget of £20,000 was already 
overspent by £2,000. 

With 'Ghost Narrowings' costing in the 
region of £200, Peter volunteered to fund 
that sort of feature near the Bridge himself 
if the budget could not cope with it. The 
review of the CRW proposal is expected, 
with an amended proposal expected to be 
published on the Company website in due 
course. 

Mr McCandless also agreed to amend his 
Mick-George-sponsored SID schedule to 
squeeze in 2 weeks of usage in July for the 
northern-end of the village to see if it can 
detect the speeding CRW has so far failed to 
record. 

The meeting was closed by David 
McCandless with thanks from the Panel for 
the attendance and contributions from the 
floor and with a reciprocal vote of thanks 
from the floor for the obvious time and effort 
the Panel had put into such a professional 
presentation that sought to get the best 
deal for the worst affected speeding zones 
in the village. The group also later thanked 
Cllr Adela Costello for her presence and 
pre-meeting contributions to the success of 
the Proposal and for representing the Mayor 
at the presentation.

It would be great if the community reported 
back if they saw him". 

We should note that official RSPB advice 
states that you should never 'rescue' a baby 
bird unless you are sure it is in jeopardy, as 
fledglings are often still under the protection 
of their parents. However, it's always a 
pleasure to see that people will take that 
extra step for nature, and we thank Donna 
forgetting in touch.

His account of growing up 
in the village was penned in 1977, but details 
Warboys from the early 20th Century, and 
is a fascinating read. We plan to serialise his 
account in this new Out & About section, and 
are keen to get in touch with any relatives or 
descendants. 

Harvest time was very important. Just how 
important it was showed in the way our 
wages were organised; in those days all 
farm labourers had a month's harvest pay, 
which was double what they were paid in 
the ordinary way. For this, you had to work 
from six in the morning until seven or eight 
at night. 

As you know, harvesting was always done 
with hordes, but it was a very hard job for 
them too. We mostly had three abreast 
or two behind and one in front on the self 
binder. A self binder cuts corn and ties it into 
sheaves, which are dripped to the ground 
behind it. The smallholder's team had to 
work all day, and like us they got very tires, 
but on the bigger farms they would bring 
in a change of horses. As always with horse, 


the work could be difficult. One had to be 
very careful when the flies were biting, since 
the horses were not easy to handle then; 
and if you got a 'blocked knife' it could be 
very dangerous. The knives were driven very 
fast by a connecting rod powered by the 
traveling wheel. Get a stone in the knives 
and you would stop very suddenly. Trying 
to get a stone out with the flies biting, the 
horse might move and you would lose a 
finger. You would then realise that you 
should have put it out of gear first. The 
worst accidents happened when the horses 
bolted, sometimes through fright, or if you 
ran over a wasp's nest. This could send the 
horses mad, and terrible accidents have 
happened. 

One of the worst accidents in our District 


occurred when a farmer was cutting his corn 
with a tractor. His two children came to the 
corn field to see him and they decided to 
lie in the corn and play hide and seek. The 
cutting knives went over them and cut their 
arms off! Had the horses been on the cutter 
it's a safe bet that they would have shied 
away or stopped. 

Then there was reaping with an old-style 
reaper. This was used before the self-binder 
came in, and everything had to be tide with 
a band of straw. This was a very difficult job 
when the sun got out really hot as the bands 
would keep breaking, so the workers used to 
get up at three or four o'clock and get their 
acre tied while the dew was on. Lunch, by 
the way, was usually eaten between 10:30 
and 11am. It was called 'dockey'and we took 
it to work with us. In those days it was mostly 
the top half of a loaf with either butter and 
cheese, or a large slice of beef or pork. With

a large shut knife we would cut a small piece 
of bread and place it on top of whatever we 
were eating with our thumb on one corner, 
and when you finished you threw this bit, 
the thumb bit, away. The reason for doing 
this was that your hands were mostly dirty 
and there was no means of washing them. 
In fact it was quite a clean way of eating your 
food. Thirty minutes was your allotted time. 
After that, it was back to work - until beer 
time.

I t's truly fortunate I chose newspaper as a 
medium to further this fitness fightback 
of mine, as opposed to anything that 
requires me to stand for long periods of 
time. Yes, the pain has returned... 

10K conundrum 

Before I get into any of that, I really must tip 
my hat (my arms are still the only parts that 
work) to the Ramsey Roadrunners for hosting 
an incredible event. My first ever 10km run 
was organised by a national group who 
have arranged thousands of events, and the 
Roadrunners knocked them out of the water. 
From the facilities available at Race HQ, which 
included massage therapy, and a snack shop 
fully stocked by the Sandwich Bar, to the over 
forty race marshals who organised easy water 
stops and kept us safe and supported on 
the road, it was a remarkable achievement. 
My thanks go to Adrian Graham and his 
magnificent team for doing a superb job, 
making it easy for an amateur like me to have 
a good run. 

Feeling supported 

Well, I say a good run. Things got off to a 
tough start in Huntingdon at the beginning 
of the month. Having been struck down by 
some kind of shin-related ailment (diagnoses 
still abound!) Heading into my first parkrun 
back, I decided to keep to a slow pace and 
just get around... I failed. It must have been 
the quickest 2.5k I have ever done, followed 
by a stop-start walking jog that still left me 
shattered. 

Cue the Abbey 10k. Preparation was at an 
all-time low - I had a banana that morning, 
and that's about it. I wasn't sure if I could 
still manage the full distance, regardless of 
walking, although fortunately a couple of 
acquaintances from my running travels were 
more confident in my ability. It was great to 
see so many people attracted to the event 
(which was the biggest ever), with great con¬ 
tributions from running clubs such as BRJ Run 
& Tri, not to mention the ever-fundraising 
Team Bex, who as always brought colour to 
the proceedings. 

The Abbey course, as you can see from the 
image below, twists and turns through the 
fields north-east of the school, curving back 
past iconic Ramsey landmarks such as the 
Camp and the Abbey itself, before passing 
under the arch (which is a pleasure to run 
though, as you can tell from the daft, posing 
bloke with his thumbs up over there) and 
backdown Hollow lane. My real worry was the 
fields, which came up immediately, but the 
ground was relatively flat and I only had one 
major stumble that was quickly corrected. 
Reaching the third kilometre, my lungs were 
starting to ache. I began the usual count to 
the next marker, keeping my head in the 
game. Amazingly, I was starting to control my 
pace, not going off with the crowd (although 


my tracking data later confirmed I had gone 
off quick). By km7,1 had finally settled into a 
consistent pace, although I was still having 
to remind myself not to stop. The inevitable 
kicked in around the camp site - suddenly 
the finish line was tangible, I recognised 
where I was again! 

Two kilometres later and I'm coming past the 
tennis courts in the Abbey Grounds. There's a 
part of my brain, newly programmed in, that 
is screaming at me to leave it all on the field. 
I think I actually sighed at myself, and put on 
a sprint to the finish... almost! Unfortunately, 
my blinkered vision had mistaken the start 
line for the finish line, and I had to rely on the 
crowd yelling at me to keep going to push 
on the extra ten meters to the actual finish 
line. Well, it wouldn't be me without a little 
embarrassment! 

Come to the finish 

While every run is an individual victory, I do 
have to mention a few people, not the least 
of which is the constant support I get from 
my family and friends, including that day's 
running buddy Jack (who got a new personal 
best despite 'just going to jog around'). One 
such individual is Stuart, who got chatting 
to me around 5km in and, despite the odd 
breather, came back and surprised me at the 
end - considering this was your first race in 
8 years, amazing stuff! Also, two young girls 
stood with the Marshall on a corner between 
kilometres 7 and 8 - you were fantastic! You 
must have been cheering for ten minutes 
by that point and you still managed to 
encourage my tired legs to speed up. Its 
lovely to get support on the track, and you 
were giving it your all, so thank you - don't 
ever stop! 

Home run 

It is true what they say, your home race is 
something different. Running under the 
Abbey gatehouse after 9km was a special 
feeling, and almost everything seems more 


vivid - the crowd louder, the ground harder, 
and the finish more satisfying. 

As for the fitness benefits, its almost instant 
relief. I'm running out of unbelievables. I 
never would have believed you has you 
told me I would run ten kilometres, would 
have laughed if you said I would do so in an 
organised event, and been amazed to hear I 
would complete three in six months. Add to 
that the sudden ability to pace (within reason, 
I'm still reliant on the fitbit for timings) and I 
am thrilled. But, I do have to come back to the 
fairly numbing pain in my muscles as I sit here 
and type. While it seems, it is possible to get 
out there and just run, my advice is prepare. 
And stretch. And prepare some more. My 
god, I wished I had the next morning! 
Anyhow, its onwards and upwards for next 
month. In fact... 

Suns out, guns out 

Yup, I'm back in the gym and this time it's all 
about the guns. Well, not really, but that is 
such a pleasing rhyme for a subhead... 

I digress. At the start of the month, I sat down 
with Linda from One Leisure Ramsey to take 
on a brand-new fitness test. For me, this 
meant doing a series of small, easy exercises 
in quick succession (for example, jumping 
jacks or push-ups), each for one minute. I 
think I took this well, and I appreciate the 
kind tutelage provided by Linda on the odd 
point where I feel flat. These will now be 
turned into a quick set, basically allowing us 
to measure my performance by how quickly 
and efficiently I can make my way through. 
So, expect to see me pushing hard in 
One Leisure next month - its back to the 
classes, into the pool and of course into the 
impressions suite itself, where I have my 
concerns about bending or breaking that 
long piece of elastic attached to the wall. I'm 
assured it will hold my weight with ease, but 
if you see someone fall flat on his face, its 
probably me!

So as ever, 
I'd recommend getting back into it as long 
as it makes you happy - I'd never force it on 
anyone... and good luck!
